Or who knoweth whether that ical marriage

tis producendis , might giue ſome light vato this new 
andlate inuention of ours . And laitly, I hauc beene

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fre, enformed that this manner of pricking in of 


rne, hath by the publike impreſsion of an ancient 
writer (whoſe name I cannor yer obraine ) cuen in 
plaine and naked termes beenc long ſince diſcouc- 
red and manifeſted to the view of cach reader. Bur it 
ſhall not greatly $kill from whence this profitable de- 
uiſe had lus firſt beginning ( although for the honour 
of my countrie, I coulde with the fame were fronted 
with the name and title of an Engliſh Authour ) and 
that as ithath plcaſed the gteart God of heauen in his 
viſpeateable mercie andioue, and in theſe times of 
dearth and penurie, to offer a moſt plentitull encreaſe 
of our beſt nouriſhing, Manna vnto vs: ſo that we may 
in all ductifull manner , with one heart and voice to- 
gether, gine all chankes , honout , and praiſe vnto ſo 
grear and bounrifull a benefa&tor, whoſe name is glo- 
r1ous in the heauens, and whoſe mightic power exren-

The reaſon why Corne doth ſhoote ap into (o many eares- 
rather by ſetting then ſe nl 


1% He conſideration hereof maic well deſerue to 
$5.1 be handled in the ſecond place, in my opini- 
on, both quia 96,4 Phileſopho gaidquam ſuwe 
ratione proferre, as Tully holdeth : and 2!!o for that it is 
a principall morine to ſtirre vp a number of d 
wittcs to the praQtiſe hereof; who not as yet finding, 
ox conceiting any ſenſible reaſon for the ſame, are ras 
ther content with, the fly-bitten. and leane iades , to 
liue or ſtarue vporni the bare common, thei: by ſeeking 
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out of better palture , to gather more fleſh vpon their 
backes , and to grow in better liking in the ſight of all 
that ſhall behold them. Such winter Corne as is 
vlually ſowne before or about Alhallowneride, in my 
oore reaſon, mult of neceſsitic looſe a great part of 
bis generatiue vertue, and radicall humiditic., both by 
the extreme nipping of the colde Northren and Ea- 
ſterly windes, and the bitter froſts and hayle, together 
with the great aborincance of the colde raynic thow- 
ers , which in the VVinter ſeaſon doe fo plentifully 
attach and fall vppon the Graine, lying then eyrher 
naked and bare to all weather , or veric {lenderly clo- 
thed with a poore and thinne garment, not able ſut- 
ficientlic to detend the inwarde and ſecrete hire ot na- 
ture , from ſuch outward and piercing enemies yea, 
though it haue taken roote, and gotren ſome head 
before this boyſterous weather doe happen , yer by 
reaſon that the roote is ſhallowe, and hath taken ſo 
ſlender holde in the grounde , eyther the inward Bal- 
ſamum is waſhed awaie with moylture , or nipped 
with extreme colde, that it cannot poſsible ſend torch 
ſo manic ſpyring Qalkes and eares as naturallic it 
would ; beſides, the carth being full of clods, and not 
ſufficientlie broken into a fine moulde vvith the 
Plough , the Corne cannot fo eafilie and plentifullie 
by this attratiue nature draweor his owne nouriſh- 
meat ſuch ſtore of that vegetariue ſalt from the carth, 
as ir delireth ; the vertue and ſtrength whereof is more 
at large handled in my Booke ot husbandric , prin- 
red Anno 1594. and in that learned diſcourſe ot M. 
Bernard Palifae , in his Booke intituled , Pes c:cx 757 
Fonteines . But on the other fide, when as the corncs 
of wheate ſhall lie to deepe within their true and na- 
, | A3 tucall 
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eurall bed, euen thetowne morhers belly, the earth 
being made ſo hollow and open with the ſpade, where- | 
by they may alſo draw ſufficient nouriſhment at their 
pleaſure , then are all theſe outwarde and iniurious 
{tormes of haile and raine, ſo ſuffticientlic defended 
by this armour of proofe, as that the Corne hauing 
his true andnaturall purrifaction ( being nor perfour- 
' med without the helpe of akindly heare) doth after- 
wards in his due ſeaſon bring foorth that infinite mul- 
tiplication , whereof we haue had ſo manie and rich 
experiments of late, farre beyond all the hopes and 
harueſts of all our predeceſlors. 


CuaP. 3. 
The manner of digging and layins of the arable 
grounds in th new practiſe. 
G77 Hen and how to digge, weed, or trench your 
\d, / grounds with the ſpade, is a matter fo triuiall 
SAT, and well knowne already to cueric countrie 
Coriden , as that I hold it notafie ſubict for a Scho- 
lers pennezand therefore here:;Þ muſt referre you to 
thoſe beaten pathes , wherein eucric ſimple Garde- 
ner hath walked a long time : onelic the depth of 
digging, andtrue laying of the grounde, ſeemes to 
be marcriall in this our new kind of husbandry . Some 
in this late practiſe, by their experience commende 
the breaking vp of the grounde a foote and a halfe 
deepe, and ſome two foote, and ſome but one foorez 
but in my opinion ſince that, three,or foure, or fue in- 
ches at the moſt is a ſufficient depth for the Corne 
to lic in,l ſee no reaſon but that cight or twelue inches 
more, is a depth ſufficient for the Cotne to _—_— 
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This being graunted , then ſhall you haue this far- 
ther benefite enſuing, thar at the next Breaking vp and 
digging of your grounde , you ſhall turne vppe ſuch 
moulde, as hath nor ſpent his {trength inthe former 
croppe, the fruite whereof you ſhall find in the next 
harueſt. And heere I mult of neceſſitice acknowledge 
that M,Tawerner in his Booke of Experiments , con- 
cerning Fiſh and Fruit, being of this yeares date, hath 
bereaued me of one of my beſt obſcruations in Or- 
chard groundes, the ignorance whereof I holde to be 
one of the ſpeciall and principall cauſes that ſo manie 
of our Engliſh Orchards doe neuer yeeld fruite anſive- 
rable to our charge: and trauell : the ſecret whereof is 
this brieflic . Eucric ground hath naturallic an vpper 
cruſt of earth, which by the liuelic and viuifying heate 
of the Sunne, the comfortable nature of the Aire, to- 
y_ with the congelatiue part of the raine( for (0 
. Bernard Paliſse termerh it , being the firſt Author 
of a fift clement)which often falleth vpon the ground, 
is made more rich and fruitctull than all the reſidue 
of the carth beſides , which vpper cruſt in ſome 
ound is a foot, in ſome two, and in ſome three foote 
epe, and in ſome not aboue halfe a foote. And vn- 
der the ſame vpper cruſt is either a hote chalke, a dric 
ſand, a barren grauell, or a colde leaneclaic or lome, 
or ſuch like. Ir is therefore requiſite that you ſer your 
young trees in ſuch ſort, as that theroote may runne 
and ſpreade within that vpper cruſt: and if you ſer 
them dceepergthey may happily grow, but neuer bring 
forth fruit in any plentifull manner : nay, though the 
earth ſhould conſiſt of one and the felt ſame veine, 
and of one colour and nature in ſhewe, yet becaulc 
the Sunne doth not giue his inpreſſion n6r di geſtion

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vntothe earth, but to acerraine depth (which I geſſe 
not much ro cxceede two foore) you (ſhall inde that 
all the reſt of the mon!d vaderthat depth will be leane 
and hungrie , nothauing anie ftrengrh or farnes 11 1t, 
And thisis thereaſon why f::ch carci as hath beene 
digged out of vaultes and Cellers, not hatnngrecei- 
ned anie life or comfort from the Sunne beames, 
though of neuer ſo blacke and ric! moulde in out- 
ward apparance, it it beſpread ypon garuen grounds, 
doth make them viterly barren and vnfruittull . That 
which is heere ſpoken of Orchard groundes, I would 
haue all wiſe and skilfull husband-men to applie alfo 
to their Corne grounds, that in anic caſe they neuer 
digge deeper with the Spade, then the {trengrthof the 
ground will beare, and fo by their ignorance difcre- 
dite a worke and praCtiſe of fo great expectation. Now 
concerning the laying of your groundes , eyther in 
ridges and furrowes, orin a declining leuell , where- 
bythe raine maic haue a ſufficient conueyance, after 
they haue once receiued their due moiſture from the 
cloudes: this reſtetli in the diſcretion of the husband- 
man, whobelt knoweth the moiſture or dryneſle of 
his owne groundes, and accordingly may giue ſuch a*% 
current vnto them, as may beſt fie the ſeuerall natures 
of each groundor foyle. Andheere I maie nor omit 
that eaſe and ſpeed in breaking vp of groundes, which 
{ome ot our late praCtiſers hauc found our, by maki 

the firſt entrance with a deepe curing h mw. 
then purſuing the fame with the ſpade, whereby much 
charge labour and xpence of tm 1s auoided C.

T he ſenerall inſtruments for making the holes far the 


grame, and couering them, 


isan olde ſaying, that handes were made 
beforekniues : and I doubt not, butthe ame 

may aſwell be veriticd in tooles. Forto my 
rememberance, the firſt man that eucr attempted the 
-_ corne, madethe firſt holes with his finger. 
But ehis courſe being afterwards found to be very 
long and tedious, an inſtrument was deuiſed, hauing 
many teeth or pinnes, likea rake, with a ſtaffe faſte- 
ned in the middeſt of the backſide thereof, which 
being thruſtinto the ground, didatone inſtant make 
twelue or twentie holes more or lefſe, according to 
the number of teeth or pinnes therein. Afterwardes 
this toole was alſo difliked, as not making ſufficient 
riddanceof ground, and in place thereof a boord of 
three foote or thereabourt in length, and ewelue or ten 
inches in breadth, was thoughe vpon, hauing diuers 
holes boared therein, according to ſuch diſtance asc- 
uery particular man beſt fanſied, through each of 
which holes a ryerm _ - pinne _ ——q 
into the d, being of the bignefle of ones 'fin- 
r, andaf three nc inches | Ok hauinga 
ſhoulder or hole witha croſſe pin, ro keepe oneſelfe 
ſame certaintic in the depth of each hole. The laſt 
deuiſe that as yethath come to my view (butnow re- 
ieted, becauſe inthe drawing outof ſo many pinnes 
the holes doe choake) is aboord of the ſame largenes 
with the former, driuen full of round pinnes of three 


or foure inches deepe within - bootd, and placed 
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each from other in equall diſtance by a truc proporti- 
on, which at one impreſſion maketh ſo many recep- 


clog bor thecorne, asthere bee pinnes inthe boord. ,

ce boords are directed by a Gardiners line, firſt 
ſtrained to ſome reaſonablelength, orby the eye, and 
ShpreBp a fraight courſe is kept inthe ſetting. When 
cach receiueda corne, then muſt you rake 
ouer the ground to fill vp thoſe holes with earth a- 
gaine: and during all the time of ſerting and rakin 
you muſt ſtand or kneeleypon one of your bacon 
which you muſt remoue from place to place, as:your 
ſerting and raking from timeto time requires. 


Heere for the ſatisfaction of the ſimple, I havs

thought good alſo to ſet downe the length of 
boordes, together withthe true boariag of them be- 
rweene hole: and therefore if you haue fiue in» 
ches diſtance, then may you ina boord of ten inches 
broad make two rowes of holes,the firſt and laſt hole 
being two inches and a halfe fromeach fide, and if 
the length thercof be two foote and eleuen inches, 
then may it well containe two rowes of holes , ha- 
uing ſcuen holes in euerierowe, the firſt and laſt hole 
being diſtant from-each end two inches and ahalfe : 
and when the ends or fides of two ſuch boords ſo 
hored, ſhall bec/kaid er, they will make a true 
continuanceof one ſelfe fame skantling and diſtance 
of fiue inches through all your workes : if you worke 
vpon fourcinches, then leaue at each fide and endof 
our boord two inchcs :and fo in a boord of three 
oote.in length, and one foote in breadth, you ſhall 
haue nine holes in each row one way, and three holes 
theother way. _.

Thatnow atlength,according to mine own defire, 
I may ſhut vp this e of plantes with a moſt fa- 
mous and renowmed on, I will heere declare 
how all kindeof corne and pulſe, together withthe 
vincs themſclues ſhall recompence all our labours 
with great encreaſe, A matter without all queſtion 
of ſingular profite, to receiue more then an hun- 
dred buſhels for one. Bur leaſt I bee miſtaken in 
this great proportion, I would not haue any man 
to thinke, that I doe heere ſet downe anic cxat 
number of buſhels, from which naturecan atno time 
varic: for ifthe yeare, the heauens, andthe groundir 
ſelfe, rogerher with the farall influenceof the ſtarres, 
docall conſpire together, thenumber of our buſhels 
will fall ſhort, butneuer ſo ſhort, but that they will b 
hue degrees exceede rhe accuſtomed yeeld. Bur if 
theſe concurre and affoordrheirſeucrall fauours, then 
may we wel expe& 150.buthels of one. Bur this proud 
promiſe of ours may happily ſeeme a paradox vnto 
ſome,vnto whom,it they were ofany ſound &ſharpe 
iudgement, itſhould ratherſeemea greater paradoxe, 
why haltea buſhell ſhould notrather giue 200. hun- 
dred buſhels againe, when as we doe often ſee, that 
one corne _—_— and well rooted, doth ſtemme 
vp into diuers ſtalkes, yea ſometimes to the number 
of fifteene, more or leſle, each care alſo containing
